such as we will have in the won- 
lerful kingdom of God, and not 
like Adam and Eve had in the 
Garden of Eden. So it is surprising 
to hear that Jesus healed every 
| sickness, every disease among the 
people on this tour. 
I can understand that He had 
| compassion on people with their 
| troubles This Scripture shows 
us that when all this was done, 
when He had healed such a great 
group of people and taught them 
the Word of God, He said, “That 
is not enovgh. They are still lost.” 
A man is lost as much when he 
well as when he is sick. He Is 
'as much a lost sinner going to 
Hell when he is taught as when 
he is untaught 
Then the Scripture puts in a 
“but” ther But when he saw 
the multitude, he was moved with 
compassion on them.”

I know 
God has done some miracles of 
healing, but healing is not enough,

sick. But that is not. enough. That 
is only incidental. One _ trouble 
with the so-called healing move- 
ment, the so-called healing evan- 
relists, 1s they put emphasis on 
the body instead of the soul, on 
time instead of eternity, on the 
less instead of the greater.

The Herod of the Gospels 


The Herod about whom we are 
concerned reigned over Galilee and 
Perea from B. C. 4 when his fa- 
ther, Herod the Great, died, until 
A. D. 29 when he passed away 
in great wretchedness and misery 
upon being banished to Gaul by 
Caesar, the sovereign whom he 
served. This is the one who oc- 
cupies so large a place in the 
Gospels. There was a time when 
this man seemed to have a 
measure of concern about holy 
things. 

We read in Mark’s Gospel that 
when John the Baptist began his 
ministry, when he came preaching 
the baptism of repentance for re- 
mission of sins and men were 
flocking to hear him, Herod be- 
came interested, so interested that 
from time to time he sent for him 
and asked him to give him the 
same message that he was giving 
to the people. He listened evident- 
ly with an exercised heart. No 
doubt many a time as John pre- 
sented his solemn message, Herod

said to himself, ‘““Yes, yes, this man | 


is right; I am all wrong. I ought 
to yield to God; I ought to get 
right with Him; I ought to turn 
to Him in repentance. I am a sin- 
ner, and my sins deserve judg- 
ment, and I ought to cast myself 
upon the infinite mercy of God, 
acknowledging my guilt.” 
But Herod listened again 
again, as some of you have lis- 
tened again and again, to the mes- 
sage of the Lord, and, instead of 
that message making his heart 
more tender and eventually re- 
sulting in his yielding to the call 
of God, the more he listened the 
harder his heart became. You have 
heard of people becoming what 
we call “Gospel-hardened.” That

of, will destroy both body 
soul. It was the sin of IMPURITY. 


Herod and Herodias 

Herod was a licentious, an im- 
moral, an impure man. It was 
manifested in many ways, but 
particularly in this: When he was 
a young prince in Rome, where he 
had gone to be confirmed in his 
kingdom by Augustus Caesar, he 
met his brother Philip’s wife, Her- 
odias, and she was not only the 
wife of his brother, Philip, but she 
was also his own niece. She was 


a very beautiful, a very attractive, 


woman, and Herod allowed his 
heart to go out after her in an im- 
pure way. As far as the records 
go, she was a faithful wife to her 
own husband at that time, but

.ferod seduced her, and took her 
away from her husband, sent his 
own wife home to her father, the 
king of Arabia, desolate, and took 
Herodias to be his mistress when 
he came back to Galilee to reign. 

When John the Baptist stood be- 
fore him preaching righteousness 
and calling to repentance, Her- 
odias sat there on the throne 
beside him, and Herod knew that 
if he would ever get right with 
God, he would have to send home 
this woman with whom he was 
living in such an ungodly relation- 
ship. But he had not the manhood, 
the courage, and the real inward 
desire to do it, because he was 
bound by the chains of his own 
lusts. 

Oh, how many men down 
through the centuries have been 
ruined in the same way! John the 
Baptist was aware of the real 
trouble; he knew why his words 
made so little impression upon 
Herod. 

And so one day as he came into 
the presence of this haughty 


ing finger at Herod and _ said, 
“You have no right to have her; 
she is the wife of another 


themselves in him.’”’ For Herod had 
laid hold on John and bound him 
and put him in prison for Herod- 
ias’ sake, his brother Philip’s wife.

If Herod doing 
wrong, I too am doing wrong, and 
I wont allow any man to accuse 
me in this way without having 
my revenge on him.” 

So-powerful was the influence of 
this woman that she persuaded 
Herod, who had become as putty

With all their outward veneer of 
culture and politeness and social 
etiquette, these days men are as 


'rotten and filthy in the sight of 


God as in the days of Sodom and 
Gomorrah, or as in the days before 
the Flood: and our Lord Jesus 
Christ Himself has told us, “As 
it was in the days of Noah, so 
shall it be also in the days of 
the Son of Man” (Luke 17:26).

Job Needs Someone to Plead with God for Him 


How can you help but weep for Job? Every possession gone, 
children all dead, his shrewish wife tormenting him, his friends turned 
against him—-what more loss could he have suffered? He had tried 
to live right. “On my eyelids is the shadow of death; Not for any 
injustice in mine hands.” Yet God seemed to have forsaken: him. In 
his despair he cried, “O that one might plead for a man with God, as 
a man pleadeth for his neighbor!” 
Over in Job 9:30-33 we understand a little better why Job knew 
someone must plead for him. “If I wash myself with snow water, and 
make my hands never so clean; Yet shalt thou plunge me in the ditch, 


abhor 


me.” 


(Hear the echo of this in 


Romans 3:23—‘“For all have sinned, and come short of the glory of 
God.) Realizing his unworthiness, Job said, “He is not a man, as I 
am. that I should answer him, and we should come together in judg- 
ment. Neither is there any daysman betwixt us, that might lay his 
hand upon us both.” 
When we read these searching words, our hearts condemn us, 
too. For we have no more right to come to a holy, righteous, perfect 


God than did Job. We are sinners, and cannot face God. But, praise | 37 
God, there is One who pleads with God for us. We do have a Daysman. | 
“For there is one God, and one mediator between God and men, the | 


man Christ Jesus,”’ says I Timothy 2:5. And what is the reason He 
can intercede for us? “Who gave himself a ransom for Ml,” the Scrip- 
ture continues. 
Job must have realized his redemption in Christ, for Elihu re- 
minds him, in Job 33:24: ‘““Then he is gracious unto him and saith, De- 
liver him from going down to the pit: I have found a ransom.” In a 
thrilling hymn of believing faith, Job cried, “I know that my redeemer 
liveth, and that he shall stand at the latter day upon the earth: And 
though after my skin worms destroy this body, yet in my flesh shall I 
see God!” (Job 19:25-27). 
Best of all, this Mediator is able to save us to the uttermost, from 
the depth of sin, for all eternity, because “he ever liveth to make 
intercession for them” (Heb.

As _ she 
comes before that throne, suddenly 
her eyes get sight of him and 
She shrieks, “Let me get away 
into the darkness; anywhere from 
those accusing eyes! That man 
who dared to stand before Herod 
and me and say, ‘You have sinned,’ 
—I thought I was rid of him, 
that J would never see him again, 
but there he is! Hell itself will be 
a refuge if it will only hide me 
from that face!” But she has 
to enditre the consequences of her 
Sin eternally! 

Follow Herod's history, and you 
will find that he sinks lower and 
lower into iniquity. When Jesus 
was warning His disciples of the 
vile corruptions of the times, He 
said, “Take heed, beware of 


The Leaven of Herod.” 

What was the leaven of Herod? 
It was corruption of the worst 
kind, corruption that would de- 
stroy society, that would gloss 
over the vilest iniquity as though 
it were something not worthy of 
divine disapproval. 

Herod was the only man of 
whom Jesus ever used a sarcastic 
epithet’ He was drawing near to 


Jerusalem for the last time. His 
disciples had said, “Do not go 
down to Jerusalem. Herod is 


there, and he will seek to kill 
you.” But Jesus said, “Go ye, and 
tell that fox, Behold, 1 cast out 
devils, and I do cures today, and 
tomorrow, and the third day I 
shall be perfected” (Luke 13:32). 
That is the only time Jesus ever 
used an epithet like that about 
anybody. “Go ye, and tell that 
fox.’ He was a shifty, cruel char- 
acter, past description. 

When the Saviour stood before 
Pilate, and the Roman governor 
wanted to get rid of the responsi- 
bility of giving sentence concern- 
ing Him, he overheard somebody 
remark that He was from Galilee, 
and like a drowning man clutch- 
ing at a straw, he said, “From 
Galilee? I hear the tetrarch from 
Galilee is in the city. He and I are 
enemies, but this may be a good 
opportunity to make up’ with him. 
I will recognize him, because this 
man comes from Galilee.” 


So the guard took Christ to Her- 
od and when Herod saw him, there 
was a little of that old-time quiver 
that was in his heart when he lis- 
tened to John. One more oppor- 
tunity had been vouchsafed to him 
to get right, and we read, “When 
Herod saw Jesus, he was exceed- 
ing glad.” It was as though he 
said, “Now, this is the one I have 
been so afraid of. I thought it was 
John the Baptist, but if it were 
he, I would have heard from him 
before now. I would like to see 
Him do some great miracle.” 


Christ Silent Before Herod 


And we read, “He questioned 
with him in many words; but he 
answered him nothing.” Can you 
not visualize the scene? The vile, 
voluptuous, licentious, corrupt te- 


ptrarch of Galilee sitting upon his 


throne, anda standing before him 
is the blessed Christ of God! And 
Herod said, “Why, I am glad to 
see you; I wonder if you cannot 
answer some questions for me.” 
He put question after question, but 
Jesus did not even open His lips; 
He gave no reply.

He not as ready to help.him as 
He was to help others? This man 
had lost his soul; he was as good 
as checked for Hell. He had sin- 
ned. against light and knowledge 
until now there was no possibility 
of bringing him to repentance.

So filthy, so impure, so im- 
moral, so unclean; Master, is there 
healing, is there cleansing, is there 
help for a sinner like me?” Jesus 
would have said, “Herod, I have 
come not to call the righteous, 
but simmers to repentance. You are 
just the man I came to save. Are 
you ready to part with your sin? 
Are you ready to send that wicked 
woman back to her home? Are you 
ready to confess your guilt to her 
husband, to face your iniquity? 
If you are, Herod, let me tell you 
something. I am just on my way to 
the cross, and there I am going to 
offer myself a Sacrifice for your 
sin, and you may be cleansed from 
every stain.” 

Yes, He would have had a mes- 
sage like that for Herod if there 
had been any repentance. But 
Herod had 


Gone by Redemption Point 
in the river of life, so hardened 
was he in his sins. So when there 
was no answer, Herod turned care- 
lessly away. “And the chief priests 
and scribes stood and vehemently 
accused him.” And then Herod 
joined in actual persecution and 
“with his men of war set him at 
naught, and mocked him, and ar- 
rayed him in a gorgeous robe, and 
sent him again to Pilate.” 

That is the last Herod had to 
do with Jesus until the day when 
he stands before the Great White 
Throne! There he will see sitting 
upon that Throne in awful majes- 
ty the very Man that once stood 
before him in Jerusalem, the One 
who could have saved him, the One 
who could have cleansed him if 
he had only been in earnest, if he 
had only repented, if he had truly 
desired deliverance from his Sin. 
But alas! alas! Herod will have to 
hear from the lips of the Son of 
God the awful sentence, “Depart 
from me, ye cursed, into everlast- 
ing fire, prepared for the devil and 
his angels’ (Matt. 25:41).

Friend, do you realize what an 
easy thing it is to lose your soul?

They wouldn't let John Wesley 
preach in his father’s church, so 
he went to where his father was 
buried, stood up on his father’s 
gravestone, and preached to the 
multitude there. And he preached 
in the fields, this Oxford don. This 
cultured man preached on the 
Streets, in the fields, outside coal 
mines. At four o’clock in the morn- 
ing it might be, or whenever peo- 
ple would come, Wesley preached 
to them. He 


said, “The world is 
my parish.” Oh, field preaching, 
street preaching, jail preaching 
that is the way. 

So we need revival campaigns 
that are with more than the local 
church. “Aren’t you for local 
churches having revivals?” Yes. 


I am for winning souls any way 
you can. “One at a time?” Yes. 
“Or when you can win several 
in a Sunday School class?” Yes. 
Wherever you can go where you 
can lead one or two or ten or a 
hundred or a million, let’s get the 
Gospel out. Jesus said, “Go ye into 
all the world, and preach the gos- 
pel to every creature.”’ 

You say, “I want my brother 
saved.” Well and good. Andrew 
first got his own brother Simon. 
Somebody says, “I want my hus- 
band saved.” Well and good. The 
tender love he has for you might 
be the means by which you could 
draw him and woo him and love 
and plead him into the kingdom of 
God. I am for all the human 
ties. That man in Hell prayed for 
his poor lost brothers, “Send some- 
body to warn them.” Yes, we ought 
to use all the ties of love and mar- 
riage and kinship and acquaint- 
ance.

We need the same kind of feel- 
ing that Paul had when he said,

So 
I am ready to go to Rome also.” 
He saw the whole Roman Empire. 
He had gone to Corinth, to 
Ephesus, to Athens, to Jerusalem; 
now he must go to Rome, the 
center. 

That is the way John Knox felt 
when he looked on Scotland and 
said, “Give me Scotland or I die.” 
Oh, for a burden for the whole 
multitude! 

I am a Texas man. Many years 
ago, in the days when Texas was 
a republic, R. C. Burleson landed 
in Galveston. It was not much of 
a town then. He knelt down on 
the sand and said, “God, give me 
Texas! God, give me Texas!” And 
with only a handful of Baptists 
in that missionary territory in 
Texas, R. C. Burleson began 
preaching, and then felt led to 
found what is now Baylor Univer- 
sity. And God raised up many 
helpers and friends. 


It may well be that because 
R. C. Burleson knelt on the sand 
at Galveston, Texas, and prayed, 
“OQ God, give me Texas! Give me 
Texas”: because of that compas- 
sion for the unseen multitude—In- 
dian fighters and pioneers and 
soldiers and renegades and all; 
because he loved them all, the un- 
seen throng like sheep without 
a shepherd and without a church 
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and without a pastor; it may well 
‘be that these are the reasons 
why Texas is one of the great 
Baptist states in the worl@ Thank 
‘God that R. C. Burleson loved 
the people and had compassion! 
There are more born-again, con- 
verted Christians of the funda- 
mental Christian faith there than 
in most other Christian areas of 
the world. I say, we need a vision! 

That is what Hudson Taylor 
said about China. He looked at 
China on the map and saw there 
were some five hundred million 
people and that missionaries had 
gone only to the coastal towns 
and down on the border. So he 
said, “Oh, what about the interior 
of China!’"’ Hudson Taylor said, 
“T want all of China.” God said, 
“If you will obey me, I will evan- 
g@elize the interior of China.” And 
Hudson Taylor prayed, “O God, 
give me a thousand missionaries 
for souls!” He cut his hair short 
fn front, according to the native 
fashion, and permitted it to grow 
long for a queue. He put on Chi- 
nese garments and lived in poverty 
and endangered his life—all this 
that he might come closer to the 
people. He had a vision of the 
whole multitude. So did Jesus. 

I think that was not new to 
Jesus. I think He had the same 
sight in Heaven, Looking down 
from the starry heights in Glory, 
with the sheen of the golden 
streets and gates of pearl and the 
twinkle of the diamond founda- 
tions and the glad songs of angels 
with their praises, the Lord Jesus 
saw the multitude. We are told in 
Philippians, “He thought it not 
robbery to be equal with God: 
But made himself of no reputation, 
and took upon him the form of 
a servant, and was made in the 
likeness of men: And being found 
in fashion as a man, he humbled 
himself, and became obedient unto 


death. even the death of the 
cross” (Phil. 2:6-8). Oh, the com- 
passion Jesus had on the multi- 
tude—on the wicked as well as the 
good: on the ignorant, the dumb, 
the careless and the trashy. God 
loves the poor and no-goods.
